Proposition I 
(House Joint 
‘ Resolution No. 25) would ex­ 
tend to other political subdiv­ 
isions 
of the state the power 
already given to ccunties. to 
provide 
workmen’s 
compensa­ 
tion insurance. 
The Constitution was amend- 


{ ed in 1948 to allow counties to 
provide 
workmen’s 
compensa­ 
tion for 
their 
employees 
by 
adding Section 60 to Article III 
of our Constitution. Section 61 
of Article III was added 
in 
1952 in order to enable cities, 
towns and villages to prov ide 
workmen’s compensation insur­ 
ance. The effect of this propos­ 
al, which is an amendment of 
Section 60 of Article III, is to 
extend this 
power to 
school 
districts 
and 
other 
political 
subdivisions 
in 
addition 
to 
counties, cities, towns and vil­ 
lages already covered.

State money

full effect of the last authorized 
increase did not sh w up until 
the appropriations for the cur­ 
rent biennium. 
With federal funds 
added, 
the total

-three programs increased in a 
seven year period from $122,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1954- 
55, before the 1954 amendments 
took effect, to about $175,000.-
